Murdered in Azusa 


Never in the historv of Aausn wr-rn 


its citizens so Htattledl as on last Sat- 
urday evening when it bocamC known 
Hint -A. J. Clark, for the past fourteen 
tears foreman, of the orange packing 
house of the Foothill Citrus Associa- 
tion, had been shot and instantly killed 
by n 'man with n double-barrelled shot- 
gun.
